This is the text of the law- 
yers’ written advice: 

“We are instructed that the 
Altona Shire Council desires us 
to advise it as to the manner 
in which the Attorney-General’s 
fiat should be sought in order 
to restrain the State Electricity 
Commission from committing a 
nuisance by allowing dust to 
emanate from its briquette de- 
pot at Paisley. 


ORDINARY WAY 

“The ordinary way in which 
this is done in Victoria is to in- 
stitute proceedings for an in- 
junction in the name of the At- 
torney-General. 

“In order to do this it is neces- 
sary to obtain the fiat or per- 
mission of the Attorney-General 
to issue such proceedings. 

“This permission is sought by 
presenting to the Secretary of 
the Law Department an opinion 
of counsel which is required to 
set out the legal basis upon 
which the proceedings will be 
taken. 

“It also necessary that 
counsel should indicate their 
opinion as to the prospects of 
success of the contemplated pro- 
ceedings. 


OTHER MATTERS 

“There are also a number of 
other matters which have to 
be included in counsel’s opin- 
ion, one of which is a pro- 
posed statement of claim 
settled by counsel. 

“In order to prepare the opin- 
ion and the statement of claim 
it will be necéssary for counsel 
to consider statements, prefer- 
ably signed, of persons who have 
observed the escape of dust from 
the depot, together with accur- 
ate descriptions of the damage 
which such dust has caused. 

“We note that in the “Altona 
Star’ of February 17, 1967, 
cr. H.W. 
series. of six photographs, 
stated that he himself had 
seen the dust coming from the | 
depot and that there could be 
added ‘the testimony of thous- 
_ ands of other people.’ 

“It will not, of course, be nec- 
essary to have the testimony of 
thousands of other people but 
it will be necessary to enable 
counsel to do what is required 
of them to obtain the Attorney- 
.1 General's fiat to see statements

"Vegetables that dre better 
fresh from the garden than from 
the store should be given pre- 
ference to those that may readily 
be purchased in good condition, 
such as root crops. 

Chemical fertilisers should be 
used with discretion, too much 
will injure or kill the plants. 
The amount depends on the natu- 
ral fertility of the soil, the 
amounts applied in previous 
years and the type of crop to 
be planted. 

Germinating seeds require a 
moist soil. Dry soil may kill the; 
little seedling. If the soil is not} 
moist at planting time, water, 
each row as soon as the seed 
is planted. Watering is best 
done in the evening. 


VEGETABLES TO PLANT NOW 
Cabbage can be grown from 
seed or from plants. Seed 
should be sown from December 
to February. Plants February 
to May. Acid soil should be 
limed. . High fertility is essen- 
tial, as rapid growth means 
better quality. Fertilisers high 
in nitrogen and potash should 
be used at planting time.

The recently formed Austra- 
lian Group for the Scientific 
Study of Mental Deficiency will 
be one of the first major bene- 
ficiaries of the national founda-

This research group, the only 
one of its kind in the Common- 
wealth, is currently without any 
form of financial support. 

Hundreds of Apex branches 
throughout Australia will devote 
the Week of Service to fund- 
raising efforts in support of the 
foundation. 

Establishment of the research 
foundation will be the highlight 
of a three-year association ser- 
vice scheme specifically aimed 
at helping the mentally retarded. 

The scheme, the longest ever 
undertaken by Apex in Austra- 
lia, has already been operating 
for 21 months. Previous schemes 
usually have lasted no longer 
than one year. 

Responsibility for the founda- 
tion’s operation will be vested 
in a board of control, compris- 
ing two professiona) representa- 
tives and one representative 
each of Apex, the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the general com- 
munity. 

The board will be respon- 
sible for— 


@ Investment of funds: 

@ Raising of further funds af- 
ter the first year of fund- 
raising; and : 

@ Allocation of annual profits. 


Money will be allocated to in- 
dividual research workers or re- 
search institutions for purchase 
of research equipment, overseas 
travel grants, publication and 
distribution of research findings 
and assistance for specifle pro- 
jects. 

Contributions to the fund will 
be invested in gilt-edged securi- 
ties, mainly long-term Govern- 
ment’ and — semi-Government 
bonds. 

At least $100,000 will be needed 
during the foundation's first year 
to ensure its effective operation, 

This is the equivalent of 
Apex’s 500 clubs each raising 
$200, or an $8 contribution from 
each of the’ association’s 13.000 
members. 

The amount of money avail- 
able for allocation will be de- 
termined by interest obtained 
from the invested funds. A 
minimum interest rate of five 
per cent. is expected. 

Apex will also seek assistance 
from the Federal Government.

NEW PLASTICS PLANT 


PLANNED 


Altona may soon get a big new plas- 


tics plant. 

Hoechst (Australia) 
Council for permission to 
‘The council plans to call a 
conference with the Hoechst 
executives to discuss the pro- 
posal. : 


The project consists of a pro- 
duction and a storage building. 

The production building will be 
designed as a two-storey steel 
structure with a total floor area 
of about 1000 square feet. The 
storage building adjacent to the 
production building will be a 
‘single-storey building with a 
total area of about 7700 square 
feet. 


A small office, a production 
control laboratery and the ap- 
propriate amenities for the em- 
ployees will be located in the 
storage building. 


SUPPLIES 


All energies like ‘water, steam, 
power, pressure air as well as 
maintenance services will be sup- 
plied by Hoechst Chemicals,(Aus- 
tralia) Ltd. 


The. waste water for the sani- 
tary facilities and for the pro- 
cess will be separately dis- 
charged through already exist- 
ing HCAL pipelines to the main 
waste water line provided by 
the petrochemical complex. 


It is anticipated that approxi- 
mately eight people will be em- 
ployed. 


Appropriate car parking space 
will be provided on the car park 
area of HCAL. HCAL has now 
a_car park for 108 cars. 


The total number of employees 
of HCAL is 137. 


THE PROCESS 


The dispersion agent is pre- 
pared in a solution vessel. 

The solution is then pumped 
through a’ filter into the reac- 
tion vessel, where different or- 
ganic or inorganic auxiliary sub- 
stances are added. 


The mixture is then heated to 
the appropriate reaction temr 
perature, which depends on the 
type of polyvinyl acetate. 

The monomer (vinyl, acetate) 
is pumped from another vessel 
into the reaction vessel and the 
mixture is constantly stirred. 


After the end of the monomer 
addition the resulting dispersion 
is cooled and then transferred 
into a finishing vessel by means 
of compressed air. 

There the plasticisers and 
other additional chemicals are 
added to achieve the required 
specifications of the polyvinyl 





acetate dispersion, 

The finishef product is finally 
.pumped through a filter to the 
storage building where it is filled 
into drums or mobile tankers.
